The learned Orientalift will allow, that to 
render into Englifli fuch fubjefts, with any 
degree of fuccefs, is no pleafant or eafy 
tafk, on account of the difficulty of accom- 
modating the fenfe to a different idiom, fo 
as to preferve the fpirit of the original, and, 
• at the fame time, avoid the ridiculous ex- 
tremes of infipidity or bombaft ; and, there- 
fore, fuch a critic, will readily grant indulgence 
to a tranflation, which pretends to no merit, 
but that of faithfulnefs and perfpicuity. 
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
